Annual  Report  for  1894.

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  Twelfth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Health  of  the  District,  it  may  be  well  that  you  should 
be  informed  of  the  more  important  duties  of  my  office  : — Briefly 
summarised  they  consist  of — 

1.  In  becoming  acquainted  with  all  influences  affecting  or 
threatening  to  affect  injuriously  the  Public  Health  of  the 
District. 

2.  To  enquire  into  the  causes,  origin  and  distribution  of 
Diseases  within  the  District,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent 
the  same  have  depended  on  conditions  capable  of  removal 
or  mitigation. 

3.  To  make  Inspection  of  the  District,  both  systematically 
at  certain  periods  and  at  intervals  as  occasion  may  require, 
so  as  to  be  kept  informed  of  conditions  injurious  to  health 
existing  therein. 

4.  To  advise  and  to  deal  with  the  outbreak  of  any  contagious, 
infectious,  or  epidemic  Disease  in  order  to  arrest  its  spread. 

5.  To  take  all  legally  authorised  measures  for  the  prevention 
of  Disease. 

It  may  also  be  well  to  remind  you  of  the  past  and  present  con- 
ditions of  the  District,  the  Sanitary  well-being  of  which  is  entrusted 
to  your  care.  So  great  a responsibility  is  no  easy  burden,  for  you 
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have  to  deal  with  the  needs  of  a rapidly  increasing  population, 
which,  with  all  its  advantages,  is  nevertheless  accompanied  by  in- 
creasing insanitary  evils  and  difficulties  which  it  is  your  duty  to 
remedy  and  to  provide  for.  Twenty  years  ago  the  District  was  of 
a purely  agricultural  character,  possessing  but  few  collieries,  and 
these  of  limited  scope.  By  the  sinking  of  new  and  more  important 
mines  during  this  period,  its  agricultural  character  has  been  for  the 
most  part  transformed  into  a distinct  Colliery  District,  and  it  is 
the  mining  element  of  this  increase  that  has  so  much  enhanced 
the  difficulties  which  your  predecessors  had  to  deal  with.  Indeed, 
the  transformation  has  been  so  complete,  that  there  has  been 
scarcely  time  to  provide  for  all  the  sanitary  requirements  needed. 
Water  Supply,  Drainage,  Scavenging,  House  accommodation, 
which  sufficed  for  the  then  smaller  agricultural  population,  is  at 
the  present  time  totally  inadequate,  consequently,  these  conditions 
in  the  larger  Colliery  Townships  are  now  replaced  by  general 
scarcity  of  Water,  nuisances  and  overcrowding. 

In  passing  on  to  the  Sanitary  record  of  the  past  year,  I have  no 
hesitation  in  placing  the  Water  Supply  of  these  larger  Colliery 
Townships  as  the  first  and  most  important  defective  condition  of 
the  District.  That  such  a scarcity  does  exist  and  its  great  impor- 
tance appreciated  is  now  such  a generally  accepted  fact,  that  it  is 
unnecessary  for  me  to  again  emphasise  it.  In  approaching  this 
subject  I would  remind  the  Council  it  is  essential  that  such  supply 
should  be  pure,  ample,  and  soft  in  character. 

During  the  last  four  years  this  subject  has  mainly  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  late  Sanitary  Authority.  Both  general  and  local 
schemes  have  been  advocated  and  abandoned,  and  in  the  solution 
of  this  most  difficult  question,  there  has  been  bestowed  upon  it 
much  anxious  thought,  discussion  and  expense,  resulting  in  the 
Township  of  Ackworth  being  supplied  by  the  Corporation  of 
Pontefract,  which  scheme  is  now  in  its  last  stages  of  completion. 
Negotiations  are  at  the  present  moment  being  carried  on  for  the 
supply  of  Ryhill  and  Havercroft,  by  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
Barnsley,  and  for  that  of  Hemsworth,  South  Kirkby,  South  Elm- 
sail,  Brierley,  and  Shafton,  by  the  Corporation  of  Barnsley.  During 
the  last  year,  an  efficient  supply  has  been  obtained  for  Badsworth 
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by  private  effort.  After  such  deliberate  consideration,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  during  the  present  year  these  schemes  will  be  carried 
into  actual  operation,  thus  giving  a promise  of  relief  from  hardships 
and  discomforts  that — as  in  the  case  of  Ryhill — have  been  endured 
for  so  many  years. 

Of  the  many  responsibilities  they  have  had  to  meet,  that  of  the 
Drainage  of  the  larger  Colliery  Townships  has  been  fully  recognised 
by  the  late  Sanitary  Authority,  for  in  recent  years  they  have  done 
much  to  remedy  what  has  long  been  a source  of  danger  to  the 
Public  Health.  They  have  successfully  completed  many  important 
schemes,  and  having  regard  to  the  pollution  of  Rivers  the  sewage 
has  been  purified  by  precipitation,  chemical  agents  and  subsequent 
irrigation  of  the  effluent.  Last  year  completed  schemes  have  been 
carried  out  at  South  Kirkby,  Shafton,  Great  Houghton,  Little 
Houghton  and  South  Hiendley. 

The  Townships  of  Ackworth  and  Havercroft  have  yet  to  be  dealt 
with  as  well  as  an  amended  scheme  for  the  further  disposal  and 
purification  of  the  sewage  of  Hemsworth  ; which  is  at  the  present 
time  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  need  of 
systematic  Scavenging  in  all  the  larger  Colliery  Townships. 
Hemsworth  is  the  only  place  in  which  the  Scavenging  is  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  Council,'  and  here  the  system  is  capable  of 
much  improvement,  and  of  being  more  efficiently  carried  out  in 
detail.  In  the  other  Townships,  scavenging — such  as  it  is — depends 
upon  arrangement  either  with  farmers,  tenants  or  others  ; an 
arrangement  that  is  irregular,  unsystematic  and  defective.  With 
an  increasing  number  of  ashpits  and  privies  the  absence  of  any  such 
system  renders  it  the  most  prolific  cause  of  Nuisances,  and  of 
influences  gravely  injurious  to  health.  It  is  from  the  large  increase 
of  mining  Tenants  that  most  of  the  difficulties  have  arisen  because 
they  have  no  means  of  emptying  or  disposing  of  the  contents  of 
their  ashpits.  Since  the  health  and  comfort  of  so  many  are  con- 
cerned, I have  no  hesitation  in  commending  this  question  to  the 
immediate  and  serious  consideration  of  the  Council. 

Whilst  new  Buildings  are  erected  under  the  Bye  Laws  the  yards 
and  immediate  surroundings  of  many  of  the  rows  of  houses  are 
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Capable  of  improvement.  As  they  now  are  the  ground  in  their 
immediate  vicinity  is  soddened  with  filth,  unflagged,  and  in  wet 
weather  impassable  and  unprovided  with  any  proper  road  of  approach. 

The  most  notable  event  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  erection 
by  the  late  Sanitary  Authority  of  an  Infectious  Hospital  on  Brierley 
Common.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  on  having  obtained  such 
an  excellent  site,  and  provided  what  promises  to  be  a Building  sat- 
isfactorily arranged  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  Infectious 
Disease.  For  many  years  the  need  of  such  a Hospital  has  long 
been  felt,  and  when  equipped  and  completed  it  should  be  the  means 
of  preventing  the  spread  of  Zymotic  Disease,  and  so  conducing  to 
the  health  and  well  being  of  the  District.  During  the  last  year 
the  Temporary  Hospital  has  been  utilised  for  the  treatment  of  six 
cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  removed  there  in  consequence  of  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  patients  or  their  homes. 

To  secure  the  successful  administration  of  the  Permanent  Hos- 
pital I would  advise  the  adoption  of  the  Infectious  Disease  Preven- 
tion Act  of  1890. 

From  the  Statistical  Tables  appended  to  this  Report  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  returns  for  1894  compare  not  unfavourably  wTith 
those  ef  previous  years.  The  Death-rate,  for  instance,  is  the  lowest 
that  has  been  recorded  for  the  last  ten  years,  whilst  the  other  Rates 
are  proportionally  lower,  with  the  exception  of  Infant  Mortality 
which  still  continues  to  be  higher  than  it  should  be.  OvercrowT- 
ding,  uncleanly  habits,  improper  feeding  and  general  disregard  of 
the  elementary  laws  of  Health  by  parents,  are  mainly  responsible 
for  this  excessive  mortality  to  which  Diarrhoea  and  Bronchitis  so 
largely  contribute.  There  has  also  been  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  Notified  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  and  fortunately  the  district 
has  been  entirely  free  from  Small  Pox. 

Scarlet  Fever,  however,  has  been  prevalent  in  almost  all  the 
Colliery  Townships  of  the  district,  Ackworth,  Hemsworth,  and 
South  Kirkby  being  the  greatest  sufferers,  necessitating  the  closing 
of  the  Hemsworth  Schools  from.  May  29th,  to  June  25th.  Special 
reports  of  the  outbreak  at  Hemsworth  and  South  Kirkby  were  duly 
made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  West  Riding  Council. 
The  Disease  was  of  a mild  type,  only  two  deaths  ocurring  in  the 
one  hundred  and  three  cases*  It  is  in  the  outbreaks  of  this  disease 
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that  an  Infectious  Hospital  is  of  especial  value  in  preventing  them 
becoming  epidemic  ; isolation  of  the  first  cases  being  the  only  means 
of  effecting  this. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Enteric 
Fever.  In  1893  there  were  fourteen  cases  and  two  deaths.  In 
1894  thirty -two  cases  and  sm  deaths.  Ofthes e thirty -two  cases , twenty 
occured  at  Hemsworth,  due  to  an  outbreak  at  Kinsley  during  Nov- 
ember and  December,  responsible  for  one  death.  In.  the  origin  of 
most  of  the  cases  impure  Water  Supply  was  an  attributable  cause. 
A special  report  of  this  outbreak  at  Kinsley  was  made  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  occurrence  in  December  of  a case  of  Diphtheria  at  Went- 
bridge  led  to  suspicion  of  the  sewage  contamination  of  the  public 
well  due  to  defective  joints  of  the  main  sewer,  and  on  examination 
the  water  was  practically  condemned  for  drinking  purposes  by  the 
Public  Analvst.  The  matter  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the

Council. 

The  Nuisance  Inspector  reports  that  of  one  hundred  and  thirty -one 
nuisances  occurring  during  the  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty -one  have 
been  remedied,  the  remaining  ten  being  added  to  the  1895  list.  All 
the  cases  were  of  the  usual  character  and  need  no  further  comment. 
There  is  no  doubt  of  the  existence  of  many  nuisances  in  the  Dis- 
trict that  ought  to  be  remedied,  and  in  dealing  with  their  increasing 
number,  which  adds  so  much  to  the  duties  of  the  Inspector,  the 
more  frequent  recourse  to  legal  procedure  for  their  remedying 
would,  in  my  opinion,  have  a beneficial  effect  in  upholding  the 
powers  of  the  council  as  well  as  assisting  the  Inspector  in  the  more 
efficient  performance  of  his  duties. 

A house  at  South  Hiendley  and  one  at  Ryhill  have  been  closed 
as  unfit  for  habitation,  whilst  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  in 
four  instances  for  breach  of  the  Building  Bye-Laws. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  late  Sanitary 
Authority  and  their  officials  for  the  aid  they  have  rendered  me  in 
the  discharge  of  my  duties.
